How Rutherford Gov. : 
Oppress Homesteaders.

| The Government of Alberta al- 
| most at the beginning of its re- 
' gime fell into a most strange way, 
nothing less than direct taxation 
by levying a school tax on all 
lands in the province not already 
included in orgar.ized school sec- 
Long, These taxes in a hard year 
are pressing heavily on the hardy 
homesteaders and the wisdom of 
the Rutherford ministry’s ex- 
traordinary measure for adding 
to the revenues of the province at 
the outset of its career, when we 
have been told again and again 
by the government that there is 
revenue from the Dominion under 
the autonomy terms sufficient for 
all purposes, is being vigorously 
called in question by the pioneers 
in the newer lands of the West. 
Here is a protest on this score 
from a homesteader on the Paddle 
River many miles west of Edmon- 
ton. It is but another proof that 
the present government of Alber- 
ta is failing utterly to legislate 
for the men who are making this 
new land: 


Editor of The Journal:—Will 
you kindly allow a small space in 
your paper to bring the following 
grievances before the public, We, 
settlers north and south of the 
Pad@le River, have all come out 
very recently and have thus been 
obliged to go very far out to ob- 
tain homesteads. But we came 
joyfully in the hope of finding 
happier homes than those we left 
behind us, and when the savings 
we had gathered in the old coun- 
try were spent to bring us out 
here and begin new farming, we 
thought we had done well. But 
the expenses of the new home- 
steader are ever increasing. It is 
true our homesteads did not cost 
anything if we do not take into 
account the rather considerable 
expenses of the official land guide 
and the registration fee, 

But the land we have to take it 
as itis. At the moment it is hard- 
ly worth those expenses; it will 
be of value, but only after a few 
years,and only through our work 
and our amelioration. We have 
to clean and often drain it,in fact 
our homesteads only cost us and 
do not bring us anything during 
the first years, This, however,we 
knew, but what we did not know 
is that we should have to pay 
taxes during the first years. On 
the contrary the land was praised 
to the intending settler that there 
were no tuxes until the land was 
his. 


Yes, we have been troubled by |. 


a school tax, although there were 
no schools anywhere round us 
where children of the district 
could be sent to, and by a land 
tax, although the land is not 
worth anything,and does not even 
belong to us. Taxes are paid 
from profit derived from trade, 
profession or from land. From 
what shall we pay the tax? From 
savings we came out with? And 
the next question what do we pay 
these taxes for? What benefit do 
we derive from the scholars,when 
there is no school, and from the 
land tax, which goes under the 
title of ‘‘Large Local Improve- 
ment District.’ Where are the 
improvements? The roads to our 
homesteads we have cut out, and 
corduroyed ourselves and have to 
spend no end of time and trouble 
jon this work. The ‘Old Klondyke’ 
| trail, which most of ug have to 
travel to go to Riviere Qui Barre 
isin the most deplorable state, 
full of bottomless mud hcles. 

We have to build our new 
bridge over the Paddle River,and 
have to level down the hill tops 
where they were too dangerous, 
and to pass the numerous swamps 
and sloughs. Each of us must cut 
out his own trail because the 
others are already impracticable. 
| A government ought not to 
| have asked for school taxes be- 
|fore we havehad a school, and 
not for aland tax before improve- 
iments are made, or at least pro- 
mised. Certainly we should not 
have been asked for taxes before 
the land is ours, or at least not 
after such a terrible long winter 
as the last one followed by an 
| unfavorable summer.

“THE CHURCH'S DANGER. 


Grave, Episcopal Warning. Against 
‘Denationalization. 


The Bishop of Garlisle’s presidential 
address at the Carlisle Diocesan Con- 
ferénce at Carlisle, contained many 
charaeteristically independent . and 
outspoken observations on absorbing 
current topics.. Regarding the Church 
of. England, he said, of all the dan- 
gers ‘which beset the Church to-day 
none ‘were ‘comparable ‘to its gradual 
denationalization, sy whith .he did 
not mean either disestablishment or 
disendowment, but a process different, 
from both and.immeasurably worse. 
Either disestablishment or disendow-. 
ment: would’ be evils for both Chureh: 
and nation, but establishment cannot 
make a_church, neither could dises- 
tablishment ‘unmake’ it: » The .condi-; 
tion: of things to-day in the Church, 
of England would not be tolerated inj 
an unestablished .Church.:: An> un-, 
established church would be auteno-,, 
mous, and with autonomy would cease; 
bureaucratic rule, from which the Eng.-, 
lish Church .had for a long period: 
deeply suffered to her enormous loss. 
He was afraid of ueither disestablish- 
ment nor disendowment, but the de-: 
nationalization of the Church meant

The majority of menbers of Parlia- 
ment were by no means irreligious 
men, ‘yet’ they were’ by mo means 
friendly.;to, the Church of England,- 
which was an object lesson to think-, 
ing observers that -some strong,- firm, 
measure be. speedily taken to re;

Commons had grown less a Church 
senate and more‘a Nonconformist as- 
sembly. This, change marked the be- 
ginuing of a great war between cleri- 
calism ‘and Christianity; because - 50 
few Churchmen seemed capable of 
reading the signs of the times. 

The most recent instance of sectar- 
ianism was the Deceased Wife’s Sis- 
ter Murriage Act... He was personally 
against the bill,: which was calculat-; 
ed to lead to greater’ confusion than 
advantage, but was he, therefore, to 
discourage the use’ of the! national 
churches for the benediction of these 


marriages? . He allowed other people |

self. Surely the English Church was 
not going to set up: ecclesiastical can- 
ons centuries old .against the widely;

‘- NEW-IRISH LIGHTHOUSE. 


Erected on Fastnet. Rock and Has 
750,000 Candle Power. 


The new ‘lighthouse recently com: 
pleted on the Fastnet Reck, a small 
pinnacle off the southeast corner of 
the coast of Ireland, is not the lat 
est example of ‘lighthouse construc- 
‘on on a wave-washed rock, but the 
“snvst ;expensixe tower -:ver erected, 
baving cost nu less thas $420,007. It 
hae been built by. ths Irish Jights 
Board, and is one of the mos$-Snpor- 
tant beacons on our coats, ‘(pe rock 
lies in the direct route fver-ANantic 
shipping passing the gouth. «f Ire- 
land, and is thus a danger which it 
i3 ‘of the utmost impottunce 40 light 
adequately. 

The plans for the Jighthourre were 
drawn up and the work put js hand 
by Mr. Williain Douglass, engineer 
to the Irish Lights Board. He was 
forced, however, to, revire through ill- 
health before it was completed, when 
his firat lieutenant, Mr, C. W. Scott, 
took over the entire responsibility 
and finished the undertaking. 

The new. light house displaces the 
old cast-iron tower. This latter was 
91-feet high, and stood on the summit 
of the rock. It was not long, however, 
before’ it was discovered that the 
cast-iron tower was not stable enough 
to withstand the severe buffetings of 
the waves to which.the rock is. sub- 
jected. The Fastnet is exposed to the 
full fury of the Atlantic during south 
and northwest gules, ‘The waves of- 
ten dashed over the top of the lan- 
tern, 173 feet. above the normal level 
of the sea. On one occasion a full 
cup of coffee standing. on the table 
in the’ top room was:‘thrown to the 
floor when a heavy wave thundered 
fgainst the rock and submerged the 
tower. - Under this continual pound- 
ing large masses of rock was dislodg- 
el from the pipnacle, ‘undermining 
the tower. From time to time this ero- 
sion was repaired, unta) at last Mr. 
Douglass decided to replace the struc- 
ture by a more modern one of stone. 

The granite of which the lighthouse 
is buiit came fram the quarries in 
Cornwall. Altugether 2,074 stones were 
worked into tne structure, ranying 
from 1 3-4 to 3 tons apiece in weight, 
and representing a total weight of 
4,300 tons. ‘Ihe entrance door to the 
tower is 67 feet 9 inches above high- 
water mark. To keep out the storm 
the keepers can elose the heavy teak 
dcor and let down over it a heavy 
gun-metal casing, . : 

The lantern which caps the masonry 
tower is of the very latest pattern by 
Chance, of Birmingham. It is of the 
dioptric. type, and the light is deriv- 
ed from a series of incandescent 
burners, giving a power of 1,200 can- 
dles. The power’ of the rays thrown 
ftom the 1,200 candle-power burners 
is intensified by the lenses to some 
750,0000 candle-power. The light is 
brilliantly white, closely resembling 
the beam projected by an electric 
searchlight. This single flash recurs 
every five seconds, the duration of the 
flash being about three-twenty-fifths 
of a second.

His Majesty ‘Shows Interest In Vet- 
" . eran's Record.

In reply Mr. Morton had received 

the following letter: 
._. Sir,—I am directed by the Secretary 
-of State to acquaint’ you that he has 
‘laid: before the King your. letter of 
the 16th, inst., in regard to the long 
services of Henry Ellis, as bellringer 
a: Huddersfield Parish Church, and 
to say that His Majesty was interest- 
ed in learning particulars of Ellis’s 
career.—I am, sir, your obedient ser- 
vant, W. P. Byrne. ; 

Mr. Ellis is 75 years of age, having 
been born in Manchester in 1832. He 
‘is now almost blind, but.still rings, 
’ constant use enabling him‘ the judge 
tha position of the ropes. “He first 
entered the tower of Huddersfield 
Parish Church in 1847, but was ‘not 
éngaged as a paid ringer; until 1856 
when on ringing his first peal of 
eight bells he was admitted into the 
Society of Change-ringers. He) 

Mr. Ellis and his brother William 
have. their names inscribed in Hud- 
dersfield parish church-tower as hav- 
ing rung 5,000 changes. ss 

Henry has also rung a like number 
on the fine Lindley peal also at Brig- 
house and Selby Abbey. He has won 
first’ prizes at’ change-ringing contests 
at Almondbury. Liversedge, Sowerby- 
on-the-Hill, and Wakefield Cathedral, 
and has rung peals in York Minster, 
Ashton-under-Lyne, Oldham, Black- 
pool, Grimsby, and other places. As 
an old change-ringer he- won first 
prizes at’ Dewsbury, Batley, Mirfield, 
and many other towns in Yorkshire 
and “aneashire, 

Among the remarkable feats he has 
accomplished are ringing the Christ- 
mas hymn on fifty Christmas eves, 
a peal on fifty birthdays of the late 
Queen Victoria and on her two Jubi- 
lees, and on the birthdavs. marriage, 
and coronation of King Edward.
